The party included the band which as- 
sassinated seven officials at Malasqui 
for friendliness to the Americans. All

several weeks, and committed twenty- 
five murders in.less than that, numher 
of days. When they were caught they 
were promptly sent to 
Gen. MacAr- 


thur's headquarters at Bayomhong hy 
train. It is expected that they will be

shot or 


- hanged as an example. 


The whole country north of San 


Fernando and between San Fernando 
and Manila, except, within the perma- 
nent line of troops around the city and 
the closely patrolled stretches of rail- 
road, swarms with similar bands. Prob- 
ably they will be increased hy men 
from Pilar's army, many of whom are 
making their way south to join the 
insurgent force in Gavite province. 


-Only a small proportion of the insur- 


gent arms have been surrendered, and 
the problem of suppressing this guer- 
rilla warfare is anything but easy of 
solution. Some of the American officers 


. think it worse than fighting Indians, 


owing to the difficulties of the country 
and the trouble in locating the enemy, 
who resort, when hard pressed, to the 
amigo dodge, and hide their guns.. 


Some of the Americans favor the is- 


suance of a proclamation declaring all 
natives found with arms to be bandits, 
punishable as criminals, instead 'of be- 
ing treated as prisoners of war. 


Information has been received at 


headquarters that 500 Spanish prison- 
ers have been shipped from Vigan to 
Manila, and that 1,500 others have been 
assembled in Vigan, including Gen. 
Pena. 
Probably these are Spaniards 


released by Gen. Young's troops in the 
Benguet district, where they were con- 
centrated by the insurgents.

The 
matter is in the hands o£ the-commit- 
tee on resolutions. 


The convention indorsed a resolution 


referring to the lockout of the piano 
and organ workers of Chicago. It pro- 
vides for the sending out o.E circulars 
to dealers and" buyers asking them to 
decline "to handle the product of piano 
and organ manufacturers who are en- 
gaged in a conflict with their employes. 


The report of the executive board 


was read by Secretary Prank Morrison. 
It dealt with the work -of the national 
officers since the last convention. A 
feature of the report wss the declared 
opposition of the hoard to indiscrim- 
inate boycotting. 


On recommendation of the resolu- 


tions committee the executive council 
was' empowered to take action in in- 
vestigating the Idaho labor-military 
troubles.' A flood of resolutions was 
introduced, covering nearly, every sub- 
ject of interest to labor, interests.

distress, until free silver came, and 
then described how prosperity followed 
McKinley's election and the restoration 
of confidence. 


The democrats predicted we would 


have no foreign trade, he' said. That 
trade was now larger than at any pe- 
riod in our history. 
Another predic- 


tion was contraction of the currency. 
The currency had increased ?400,000,- 
000 in three years. Referring to the 
question of anti-trust legislation, he 
challenged any democrat to point out 
any addition which could be made con- 
stitutionally to the Sherman anti-trust 
law. 
He dissented entirely from Mr. 


Bryan's remedy. He contended that 
congress .could not assail corporations 
'in the states; that the states should 
control and regulate their own domes- 
tic affairs. 


Mr. Newlands (Nev.) followed Mr. 


Grosvenor in opposition to the bill. He 
said the increase of prosperity during 
the last two years demonstrates the 
correctness eif the theory entertained 
by. bimetallists—viz., that, all 
other 


things being equal, .prices will depend 
upon the quantity o£ money in circu- 
lation.

Mr. Shafroth (Col.) opposed the bill. 
Mr. Parker (N. J.) in support of the 


hill argued that the pending question 
should not be a party one. 


Mr. William Alden Smith 
(Mich.) 


spoke in advocacy of the bill.

Mr. Prince (111.), who was'a member 


of the banking and currency commit- 
tee in the last congress, presented a 
careful argument in favor of the bill.

His" 
speech was devoted largely to-a defini- 
tion of his position on the money ques- 
tion, and he announced that he would 
remain a consistent democrat save only 
upon the question of free coinage. 


Mr. Powers (Vt.) and Mr. Lawrence 


(Mass.) supported the bill. 


Mr. Grosvenor (Ohio) announced the 


death of the late Representative Den- 
ford of Ohio, and, as a further mark 
of respect, the house adjourned.
